Watson’s decision to 
march was made after t\yo 
.Forrest City ministers an- 
nounced they were postpon- 
ing for 30 days a proposed 
“poor people’s march” from 
West . Memphis to Little 
Rock. .- 

'Govi Winthrop Rockefeller 
in . a prepared statement last 
night . urged that, all Arkari- 

■ sans . “completely ignore” 
Watson’s march. TV news-, 
m?n' and others swarmed 

. around the area. -i 

,The : march began about 8 
a.m. near City Hall on old 
Highway 70.
